THE OPEN AIR MHE. 


To Ba Effective the A ir M u st N ot Drily 
Be Freah, but Pure. 
Writing ii the Medical Hales. Dr. 
Dutton says that the medical preces­ 
sion for seme years past has been car­ 
ried away by the ©pen air fad far the 
treatment of tuberculosis and fresh 
air has been regarded as a case-all. He 
says it is important to distinguish be­ 
tween pure air and fresh air. Outside 
air is fresh air. but not very generally 
is it pure air except in the country or 
at sea. 
Pure air contains the ozone which is 
the vitalizing principle of fresh air 
and is free from particles of dust. 
Fresh air is not only likely to be dust 
laden, bat it is cold and often impreg­ 
nated with moisture. To a person in 
good health the cold, wet, dust laden 
air is not a menace unless indeed it 
carries germs. To one suffering from 
tuberculosis, however, the case is very 
different. 
The trouble with tubercular and oth­ 
er anaemic patients is their inability to 
create heat. They require air that w 
not only pure, but warm. To expose 
them to cold, damp air night and day 
Is unkind and cruel without any bene­ 
fit. The problem 
for medical 
men 
treating tubercular patients is to pn»- 
vide them with warm, dry, pure air 
and to expose them as mach ac 
Bible to the ray* et' the sea.

When considering the results, the 
bean and the bean pot are most im­ 
portant. The bean pot must be brown 
earthen, with a handle at the side 
and a closely fitted cover with a white 
glazed lining. 
The v beans must be 
pea beans. 
To a quart allow a pound 
of salt, pork, a solid chunk, lean and 
fat about equally divided. 
Soak the 
beans over night iii the bean pot. 
In the morning set them on the 
range and let the water just come 
to a boil, but do not let them cook 
at all after that. 
Drain off the water 
and take out about a cup.til of the 
beans. 
Pour boiling water over the 
pork and soon* the rind with a sharp 
knit®. 
Put it into the center of the 
bean pot and dispose the beans you 
took out around it. On the rind place 
a half a teaspoonful of bicarbonate 
of soda and three tablespoonfuls of 
molasses. 
Fill up the pot with boiling water, 
cover closely and cook in a very slow 
oven all day, filling up with boiling 
water from time to time, 
lf you use 
a gas oven have the rear burner lit 
and turned down to the lowest point 
of ignition and th. door of th.* lower 
oven open. 
There are many recipes for the 
so-called Boston brown bread. 
Some 
call for rye meal and some for flour 
to be used in combination with the 
cornmeal. The following is the recipe 
which the writer s family has used for 
years, almost in sight of Bunker Hill, 
so it deserves the name: 
One cupful 
of cornmeal, one cupful of graham 
i 
flour, one cupful of white flour, three- 
fourths teaspoonful of soda, one tea- | 
spoonful of salt, three-fourths cupful j 
of molasses and one and three-fourths 
cupfuls of sweet milk. Mix the dry in­ 
gredients, add tile milk and molasses, 
mix well and put in buttered molds. 
Fill the molds about two-thirds full, 
leaving space for the bread to rise. 
Steam until the bread is done and then 
set in a hot oven to brown. 
To cut 
hot brown bread, draw a clean, strong. 
w hite thread sharply and firmly across 
the loaf, pushing it down equally on 
either side. 
The result will be clean, 
smooth slices, free from the sticki­ 
ness that comes from knife cutting.
